HE late Ingenious Mr. Thomas Brown, in his Preface to the Com- 

pleat Muſick Maſter, hath theſe Words ; What Elaquence has Power 

ſufficient to deſcribe the Charms of that heavenly Art, which berſuades 
and captivates us more than the moſt prevailing Oratory ? Or what Need is 
there to enlarge on the Merits of Harmony, which carries its own Commen- 
dat ion along with it? It gently breathes and vents the Mourner's Grief, 
and heightens the Joy of them that are Chearful ; It abateth Spleen and 
Hatred: J. inſpires the Soldier with Falour and Contempt of Death, for 
which Reaſon it wwas always encouraged by thoſe Nations that were moſt cele- 
brated for military Diſcipline : It ſooths the pleaſing Diſquietudes and Pains 
of Lovers: It relieves the haugłiy Monarch under his moſt penſive Inter- 
vals, and communicates its enlivening Influence to the Miſerable of all Sorts : 
It is the Darling of Palaces, and the comforting Genius of the meaneſt Cot- 
tages It not only ſoftens, but triumphs over the Paſſions : It diſarms En- 
vy It alleviates and extinguiſbes Grief : It beſlows a new Vigour upon 
Joy, and makes eur moſt exquiſite Pleaſures the more palatable : Neither 
7s it excluded from the moſt aweful and ſacred Aſſemblies, but even in the In- 


fancy of Chriſtianity was admitted into the Church; and indeed, what 


Places are ſo proper for Harmony, as thoſe Places which are conſecrated 
to the infinite Authors Harmony? It gives @ new Force and Hage to De- 
votion; it carries our Thoughts up to Heaven, makes us tate the Foys hs ik 


ere upon Earth, and raiſeth us to the Felicity of Angels. 


You that the King of Kings would jointly praiſe above, 
Learn firſt in Concert here expreſs your ardent Love. 
All that we know

Ar. John Playford, in the Preface of his Introduction to the Skill af 

Muſick, tel/s us, That antient Philoſophers accounted it an Invention o the 


Gods, beſtowing it on Men to make them better-conditioned than bare Na- 


tur e afforded, and concludes a ſpecial wo thereof in the Education of 
Children; partly from its natural Delight, and partly from the Efficacy it 
has in moving the Affections to Virtue, comprehending chiefly theſe three 
Aris in the Education of Youth,viz* Grammar, Muſick, and Gymnaſtick*; 
the laſt of which being for the Exe rci ſe of their Limbs, &c, 

Muſick is an Art unfarchable, divine and excellent, by which a true 
Concordance of Sounds or Harmony is produced, that rejoiceth and chearcth 
the Hearts of Men; and hath in all Ages, and in all Countries, been highly 
reverenced. and eſteemed : By the Jews, for Religion and divine Worſhip in the 
Service of God, as appears by Scripture By the Grecians and Romans, 
to induce Virtue and Gravity, and to initeto Courage ond Valor; 

Great Diſputes were among Ethnick Authors about the firſt Inventor; 
Jome for Orpheus; ſome Linus; both famous Poets an Muſicians. 

Others for Amphion, whoſe Muſick drew Stones to the Building of the 
Walls of Thebes, as Orpheus hai by the harmonious Touch of his Harp, 
moved the wild Beaſts and Trees to Dance; But the true Mecning thereof 
1, That: by Virtue of their Muſick, aud their wiſe and pleaſing muſical 
Poems, the one brought the Savage and Beaſt-lizke Thracians to Huma- 
nity and Gentleneſs ;' the other perſuaded the rude and careleſs Thebans ta. 
the Fortifying of their. City, and to a civil Converſation; 


_ The Egyptians, 10 Apollo, attributing the firſt Invention , the Harp to. 


Bim ; and certainly they had an high Eſteem f the ExceRency. of Muſick, to. 
make Apollo (who was the God of Wiſdom) to be the God of Muſick : But 
#be.Peiple-oft God do truly acknowledge a far more antient Inventor of this 
divine Art, Jubal, the Sixth from. Adam, whe, as it is recorded, Gen. 4. 273 
vas the Father of all that handled the Harp or Organ. 


St. Auguſtine goeth yet farther, ſhewing that it is the Gift of God him- + 


felf, and a Repreſentation. or Admonition of the fuveet Conſent and Harmo- 


ny which his Wiſdom hath made, in the Creation and Adminiſtration of the 


World; and well may it be term'd a: Divine and Myſterious Art; for, 


among all thoſe rare Arts and Sciences, with which God hath ended 


Men, Muſick is the moſt Sublime and Excellent for its wonder fill Effects 


and Inventions. I hath been the Study of Millions of. Men for a great 


many Ages; yet none ever attained the full Scope and Perfection thereof, 


but flill there appeared new Matter for their Inventions ; and, which is ſtill 


more wonderful; the whole Myſtery. of this Art is compriſed in the Gompas 
of three Notes or Sounds, 10hich is maſt ingeniouſiy obſerv'd by Mt. Chriſto- 
pher Sympfon, in- his Diviſion Violiſt, Pag. 18. in theſe Words All. 
Sounds that can poſſibly. be joined at once together, in Muſical Con-

Elianus, in his 
Hit: Animal, I. 10 c. 29. writeth, that Of all the Beaſts, there is none 
that is not delighted with Harmony, but only the Aſs. 

Ar. William Turner, (a living Author) in his Treatiſe entituled Sound“ 
Anatomiz'd, Pag. 13. Where, after a very agreeable Compariſon be-- 
tween Muſick and the Zodiacal Con/tellations, he proceeds thus: Here 
ic very great Myſtery, which confounds all our Philoſophy, and which Time 
will hardly, I believe, ever account for. Beſides, it expreſſeth all the different* 
Paſſions of Mankind, and not only ſo; but, by the Force of its prevailing 
Charms, it wonderfully affedts them too; and to ſuch a Degree, that Muſick 
may be juſtly called an enchanting Art; by-ſometimes giving à looſe to, and 
at others-byebridling our umruly Iucliuations, according is the Subject which is 
compoſed, and the Interweaving of the different Parts moving together in- 
Harmony ; one while inclining the Minds of People to deliver themſelues up 
to ſenſual Pleaſures, by indulging the inſatiable carnal Appetite, which knows 
no Limits; and at other Times, when rihtly applied, it affords ſuch inter- 
nal Comfort te them, as diſengages their Thoughts from all earthly Enjoy- 
ments, and diſpoſes the Soul to look with earneſt Attention, on the only Object 
its true Felicity, the Beatifick Viſion.

Mr. Thomas Raveuſcroft, in his Preface tells us, That in the Plalms 
ars deſeribed the Retuards of Good, and the Puniſhment of Evil Men; 
the Rudi ments ꝙ Beginners, the Progreſs of Proficients, 6nd Confumma- 
tion of Perfect Men. The Singing of Plalms (as ſay the Doctors) com- 
forteth the Sorrowful; pacifieth the Angry; firengtheneth the Weak ;; 
humbleth the Proud; gladdeth the Humble; flirs up the Slow; recon- 
cileth Enemies; liſteth up the Heart to Heavenly Things, and uniteth the 
Creature to his Creator; for whatever is in the Pſalms conduteth to the 
Edification, Benefit and Conſolation of Mankind. Ile concludes very pathe- 
tically, adviſing all that deſire to exerciſe themſelvos in the Divine Praiſes 
and Precepts of the Lord, to ſing the 119th Pſalm, wherein (ſaith he) altho 
even to the End of thy Life thou ſhalt have ſought, and ſearch'd all thou canſt, 
yet halt thou never perfetily underſtand the Virtues and Excellencies, or 
reach unto the Heights aud Depths which are comprehended in it; for there 
is hardly a Verſe throughout that whole Pſalm, wherein Mention is not made 
of God's Laws, Commandments, Teſtimonies and Precepts: In a Word, 
He that would give theje Heavenly Hymns their Due, had need to compoſe a 
Pſalm in Praije of the Pſalms ; that jo, the devout and joyful Soul might 
with looking up to God, reflect upen its own Mort, and tranſport itſelf 
unto the Choir of Angels and Saints, whoſe perpetual Taſk it is to Sing 
their: Concording Parts without Pauſe, redoubling and deſcanting, Hoty, 
Holy, Hely, Lord God of Hoſts. And if Vocal Mulick be not full e- 
m0ugh,let the Inſtrumental he added, Rev. 15. 2 They have in their Hands 
the Harp of God, and ſing the Song of Moles, and the Song of the Lamb, 
faying, Great and Marvellous are thy Works, Lord God Almighty. - 

We may conclude with ſayi ng, That Muſick is as qutient as Publick Wor- 
ſhip, and has ever had the good Fortune to beqpggoved of by all Parties, tf
